Campus autonomy suffered another 
blow Wednesday when the Board of 
Trustees passed a resolution transferring 
the authority of a college faculty’s 
disciplinary role over colleagues into the 
hands of Chancellor Glen Dumke 

The present method for faculty 
grievance and disciplinary action lies in 
the Disciplinary Action Panel, a 
sub-committee of the Academic Senate 
which investigates and establishes a 
committee to hear the case. The new 
resolution would take the final decisions 


away from this panel. Instead, tenured 
members will be reviewed by a panel 
which in turn will make a 


recommendation to the college President 
The president will then submit his 
recommendations to the Chancellor and 
the Trustees for approval 

The resolution carried by a vote of 10-4 
The Board of Trustees found that it was 
‘essential to the discharge of the 
academic program of the California State 
Colleges that procedures exist for the 
imposition of discipline upon those who 
would like to interfere with that 
program.” 

Wednesday's meeting also resulted in the 
tabling of changes stressed by the Student 
Affairs Committee of the California State 
College Student President Association to 
the Student Disciplinary Code and the 
restructuring of material and service fees 

A president of a college may order the 
immediate suspension of any student 
whenever he determines such action be 
required to protect lives and property and 
maintenance of order. The student ts 
ifforded the opnortunity for a hearing to 
take place within ten days to determine 
whether suspension is required to insure 
the maintenance of order. There 1s 
however, no appeals board available is the 
case the student feels that the college has 


been unjust or overly severe. The 
CSCSPA stressed the need for such a 
board 


The Disciplinary Appeals Board would

At this time only the 
chancellor’s office makes the 
determination of who will be officers 
Norman Epstein, Vice Chancellor and 
General Counsel has talked to the 
California Bar Association for 
recommendations. The San Diego Bar has 
ten people they are planning to

Norman Epstein went on record to say 
that some points of the CSCSPA 
recommended changes were fine but that 
he had bones to pick with the others. He 
was quite enthusiastic about the 
Disciplinary Appeals Board but that a 
review of the changes was necessary. 
There is to be continuous consideration 
between the students and the General 
Counsel’s office 

John Twitchell, chairman of the 
CSCSPA felt that “what must be 
considered is the philosophy of the code 
There are no problems on some 
campuses. San Diego already has an 
existing. board. They don’t want to have 
ontrol taken away. They want the 
judgement to be made by their peers.” 
Restructuring of Materials and Service 
Fees was also tabled because of 
insufficent evidence. A_ task force 
recommended that the student body 
association continue. funding 
instructionally-related activities and 
intercollegiate activities. The funding is to 
be stabilized by 1.) each student body

Crash trucks stood by as the Aer 
Lingus aircraft yming in from 
New York via Shannon in Ireland 
nade its landing. There was a hole 
about 3 feet by 2 feet in the 
forward first-class section of the 
fuselage 

Passengers were quickly 
evacuated to a terminal building 

The aircraft carried 112 
passengers and 10 crew. It was 
airborne about 25 minutes from 
Shannon when the explosion 
occurred 

The copilot said: “We don't 
know what caused the incident 
All we heard was a loud bang 
Then we suddenly had loss of 
pressure in the aircraft.” 

An airport official said it was 
believed the blast had been caused 
by rapid decompression of the 
pressurized fuselage 

The jetliner was flying at 19,000
